was then arranged. Last evening in 
Dr. Dawson's office, the meeting took 
place by appointment.

ner. The reporter was directed to

In this position, his arms were ex- 
tended sideways, and the tips of his 
fingers held by Dr. Dawsonand Bianci, 
in order to prevent a fall. Cardera 
then stooped, and thrusting the third 
finger of his right hand under the 
heel of the reporter's foot that was 
resting upon the floor, he lifted him 
upon thatone finger with apparent 
ease, and so carried him to a table 
across theSroom, on which he placed 
his burden. A few minutes after- 
wurde, Cardera lifted Dr. Dawson 
(weight 180 pounds) in the some man- 
ner, u one finger, and deposited 
him likewise upon the edge of the 
table. (Dave McFarland, weight 
210 pounds, has been lifted from the 
floor of his saloon by Cardera in like 
manner, and set down upon the coun- 
ter.)
